ZURICH, May 27.—The continued 


trade depression is aggravating the 
relations between Capital and Labor 
in Switzerland. During the first post- 
war years the standard of living of 
the Swiss working ciass was consid- 
erably elevated. 
The 48-hour week 


was legally introduced and wages gen- 
erally were augmented in compensa- 
tion for higher living ca=ls. 
But in 


consequence of the fall in the pur- 
chasing power of the currencies of 
rrtjsi. neighbonng states. Sv.'its exports 
have been diminishing and Swiss in- 
dustries becoming unable to meet in- 
ternational competition.

It is 
noticeable, according to a statement, 
issued by Lloyd's Register fo Ship- 
ping, that the number of oil tankers 
constructed increased almost 65 per 
cent, over the 1920 figure.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. 
May 27.— 


There will be no favorable action at 
this session of Congress, on the pro- 
posal t have the Federal government 
purchase the Lake Drummond (Dis- 
mal Swamp) Canal, the link between 
Norfolk, Va., and Elizabeth, N. C., at 
a cost of $500,000 and continue its 
operation as a free waterway, unless 
the Senate should take the unexpected 
step of adopting the project. Even in 
that event it might be rejected by the 
House and would consequently fail of 
passage. 


The House Rivers and Harbors 


Committee after considering the ques- 
tion some years and giving full hear- 
ings on..,it,. decided-- -not to favor the 
proposal at this session and declined 
to include It in the rivers and harbors 
authorization bill passed by the House 
a few days ago. 


The proposition has been approved 


by the Army Board of Engineers for 
Rivers and Harbors which recommend 
it to Congress. 


For fifty years prior to 1913 the 


Dismal Swamp Canal was a competi- 
tor of the Albemarle & Chesapeake 
canal which runs about parallel with 
it. In 1913 the government bought the 
Albemarle & Chesapeake Canal for 
$500,000, -enlarged it and made it a 
free waterway. Since then commerce 
has 
been 
going 
from the 
dismal 


swamp pay canal to the free canal, 
leaving th~e old canal facing financial 
ruin and the people along its banks 
virtually without transportation or any 
ready outlet for their commerce,, un- 
less the government takes the water- 
way over and operates it free, as it is 
doing with the other canal. 


The Dismal Swamp canal -was built 


by private capital over 100 years ago. 
Originally it was but five feet deep 
and very «».TOW but afforded a means 
of travel between the territory along 
the North Carolina coast to Chesa- 
peake Bay. 
Shortly after the Civil 


War 
the 
Albemarle & Chesapeake 


Canal was built, also with private 
capita!. Being larger it took most of 
the trafflce away from the old canal 
until 1982 when it changed hands 
and tho new owners greatly enlarged 
it. resulting in its again getting the 
bulk of the business. 


In 1913 after thorough investigation 


the governmeat purchased the Albe- 
marle & Chesapeake Canal for $500,- 
000 aad went about widening it to 90 
feet and deepening it to 12 feet. Since 
it became tolls free this canal has tak- 
en a great part of the business of the 
old Dismal Swamp Canal which faces 
ruin. 


At the hearing given by the Rivers 


and Harbors Committee, about three 
weeks ago, men representing the bus- 
iness people and residents of the Dis- 
mal Swamp region ursed that the 
government purchase iho old canal, 
stating that its rontinucd op?rati«n is 
entisely essential for the people living 
along Is banks, who raise large quan- 
tities of truck for the Norfolk. Phila- 
delphia and 
New Tork markets. 


Without the canal the peopl» and the 
industries along its banks Trill face 
ruin, th«>y slated.
